The fireman, Will Rudolph, negro, 
was seriously injured and was taken 
to a Macon hospital. 

The other person injured was Hob- 
son Brooks, fireman on the second 
train, who received severe bruises and 
burns. . 

Crash On Curve. 

Both trains were southbound, each 
drawn by two locomotives. On a

the second train plunged into the rear 
of the first train. 

Both locomotives of the second 
train and 15 cars of goods for Florida 
points were piled into a tangled mass.

BY NEW WAR Gilt 


AS FIRST REFORM 


New Policy of Davis Aims 
To Do Away With Lost 
Motion and Fix Respon- 
sibility in Department. 


Washington, October 18.—As the 
first act of his administration, Sec- 
retary of War Davis has gone after 
“red tape” in his department. 

He has instituted a new policy 
which will do away with much lost 
motion, fix responsibility more direct- 
ly and at the same time give minor 
officials more leeway, and place the 
intricate organization on a strict busi- 
ness basis. : 

Assistant Secretary of War Mc- 
Nider will handle business problems, 
while military problems will be han- 
dled by the general staff, under the 
new policy, which Davis drew up six 
months ago as assistant secretary and 


thas now put into effect as head of 


the department. 

A large amount of detail now han- 
dled by the chief of staff, Major Gen- 
eral John Li. Hines, and the assistant 
secretary of war will be eliminated, 
giving them more time to devote to 
major problems under their jurisdic- 
tion. 

The new plan will give increased 
latitude to the “war council,” which 
includes the secretary, the assistant 
secretary and the chief of staff, and 
will place more responsibility upon 
bureau and service chiefs. The lat- 
ter result will be accomplished by 
giving each bureau in the department 
an amount of money on which to op- 
erate for a whole year, instead of deal- 
ing out funds by the month. Bureau 
chiefs also will be required to handle 
detail, instead of passing papers up 
the line to higher officials for ap- 


proval in every instance. 
The war department program will 


be drawn up by Davis on a fiscal-year 


*basis, with MacNider and Hines act- 


ing as advisors. 
After the program is drafted, the 


department budget officers will learn . 


from bureau chiefs what it will cost, 
and this estimate, after revision by 


Davis, will go to General Herbert M. 
Lord, director of the budget, whence 
it will go to President Coolidge and 
congress. It will set up, in effeot, a 
budget system in the department sim- 
ilar to the general budget system in 
the whole government, on a smaller 
scale. 

When congress has passed the ap- 
propriation bill, each chief of service 
will prepare his program of expendi-

Following a check against the sailing 
list of the Comanche, Clyde Line 
steamer which butned and was aban- 
doned last night 6 1-2 miles off May- 
port, officials of the line tonight an- 
nounced that the only person unac- 
counted for was WHliam J. Lawler, 
of 129 Cliff avenue, Winthrop, Mass. 

The Comanche carried a crew of 
94. No authentic check has_ been 
made, as the ship's papers were de- 
stroyed in the fire and the only of- 
ficial list is in New York, where the 
crew signed on for the voyage. Cap- 
tain FE. E. Curry, of the Comanche, 
however, said he was positive that 
every member of the crew was saved. 

Ten Persons Injured. 

Ten were injured when a lifeboat 
was crushed between the Reaper, 
Texas Oil company tanker, which 
went to the assistance of the Co- 
manche when SOS calls ‘were sent 
out by the Comanche. A heavy swell 
was rolling. The tanker’s bow swung 
against the stern of the Comanche, 
catching the little open boat. 

Fifteen persons in the boat were 
thrown into the ocean. They were 
picked up by the auxiliary schooner 
Meta, the pilot boat at Mayport. . 

The Comanche, abandoned between 
8 and 9 o'clock, when all passengers 
had been removed, started drifting 
northeast, and by daybreak this morn- 
ing had drifted 23 miles north to a 
point near Fernandina. 

She was followed by the tug A. R. 
Potter, Captain ‘T. S. Davistin com-

Opinion of Treasury 
Chief Comes on Eve of 
Opening of Ways and 
Means Conference. 


Washington, October 18.—Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon has declared 
emphatically against the proposal to 
exempt all incomes of $5,000 or less 
from federal taxation, which has been 
advocated by several members of con- 
gress as a way to give the small tax- 
payer additional relief. At present, 
exemptions are $2,500 for a married 
man, and $1,000 for a single person. 

Mellon said that the tax base in 
the United States is more narrow now 
than that of any other country, and 
“to narrow it further would make the 
whole tax structure unstable and its 
continued usefulness as a source of 
revenue uncertain.” , 

Writes Senator Edge. 

His opposition igexpressed in a let- 
ter to Senator Edge, of New Jersey, 
republican, made public on the eve 
of opening here Monday of hearings 
by the house ways and means com- 
mittee preparatory to framing a new 
revenue law. Mellon will be first to 
appear Monday before the committee. 
Edge had suggested that it probably 
costs more to collect the tax than the 
government gets in revenue, and asked 
Mellon’s opinion. 

The proposal was first advanced 
some months ago by Senator Couzens, 
of Michigan, republican. Representa- 
tive Garner, of Texas, ranking demo- 
crat of the house ways and means 
committee, has suggested that the ex- 
emption be increased to $5,000 for 
married persons, and to $3,500 for 
single persons. 

Mellon told Edge that it costs only 
$14,009,000 a year to collect this tax, 


and fhat the government would lose 
$137,000,000 in revenue a year by

Plans for construction of a state 
wide system of paved trunk line 
highways, linking important Georgia 
cities and extending from border to 
border of the state, are being develop- 
ed in the five-year program of the 
state highway board, it was learned 
Sunday night. 

With the highway board expected 
to take action this afternoon on a pro- 
posal to connect Atlanta and Macon 
by paving small uncompleted sections 
of the highway between those two 
cities, it became known that the five- 
year program of the department in- 
cludes projects which will link At- 
lanta and Savannah by way of Ma- 
con, the state line at Chattanooga 
with the Florida line, and Atlanta 
with Columbus. 

Board Paving Way. 

Reports that the highway board 
is on the verge of a constructive pro- 
gram of connecting up big Georgia 
cities with paved trunk lines are 
supported by the manner in which 
paved roads have been built with- 
in the last few years. Small seem- 
ingly unimportant paved stretches 
have been built on main highway lines 
with the customary sand-clay or top 
soil road in between. By building 
these small stretches gradually, and 
then connecting them by other small 
stretches, it seems to be the highway 
board’s purpose to finally reach the 
height of the good roads enthusiast’s 
dream by turning out a finished prod- 


paved with all weacher material. 

The Atlanta-Macon trunk line con- 
crete highway is the second paved 
highway of any importance for Geo- 
gia, following the coastal route from 
South Carolina to Florida through 
Savannah and Brunswick. Among 
other projects in contemplation by 
the state highway board, it is under- 
stood, is the connecting of Atlanta 
and Savannah by a paved highway 
through Macon. This is given cre- 
dence by the proposal to link Atlanta 


and Macon. There are small stretches 
of paved highway scattered between 
Macon and Savannah, and it requires 
no wild flight of the imagination to 
visualize a program between Macon 
and Savannah similar to the Atlanta- 
Macon project. 


Many Subscriptions From

Chemical Analysis of 
Stomach and Vital Or- 
gans To Be Made Before 
Verdict Is Rendered. 


os Angeles, October 18.—(?)-—~ 
Post-mortem examination of the body 
of Mrs. Laura Biddle, prominent 
Philadelphia society matron, and wife 
of Craig Biddle, wealthy sportsman, 
led County Autopsy Surgeon Aa Fe 
Wagner to announce late today that 
death was probably due to alcoholism. 
He said he would not enter that cause 
officially in record’, however, until a 
chemical analysis of the stomach and 


vital organs had been completed. 
In a formal statement tonight, Dr. 


E.’ Cipes explained his connection 
with the case and his theory of Mrs. 
Biddle’s death as follows: 

Only Liquor in Stomach. 

“T have been attending Mrs. Biddle 
for the past two years, practically 
ever since she came to southern Cali- 
fornia. There is absolutely no doubt 
in my mind she died a natural death. 
I will stake my professional reputa- 
tion that an analysis of the contents 
of her stomach will disclose no trace 
of poison other than the possibility 
of liquor. 

“T had occasion to give Mrs. Biddle 
some powders containing a trace of 
opium. That is the only time my 
prescriptions for her have ever con- 
tained a drug or anything that in the 
tiniest degree could be classed as poi- 
sonous or harmful. For the most 
part, her medicines were mild ca- 
thartics and mixtures: for external 
applications. 

Acted Only Professionally. 

“T acted throughout according to 
professional ethics, attending my pa- 
tient and ‘seeking so far as possible 
to shield her family from any un- 


pleasant notoriety. I would act the 
}same way again under similar cir-

Laws for Divorce “Scandal! 


New York, October 18.—()—Rose 
Pastor Stokes, radical speaker and 
propagandist, who was divorced by 
James Graham Phelps Stokes, million- 
aire philanthropist yesterday, after a 
hearing at Nyack, N. Y., and who was 
charged with misconduct with a hotel 
manager named- Grossman, issued a 
statement tonight at the home of her 
mother here in which she blamed the 
laws of New York state for whatever 
“seandal” there might be in her di- 
vorce proceedings. 

She said there was no small meas- 
ure of disgrace to any state which 
refuses a divorce, unless one is will- 
ing to be made the subject for scan- 
dal, and expressed the opinion that a 
man anda woman living together 
without love violate the best in their 
natures, 

Mrs. Stokes declined to say whether 
a financial settlement had been made 
on her by Mr. Stokes, and also refused 
to say whether she would attempt to 
interfere with the divorce decree being 
made final. She also refused to dis- 
cuss her plans for the future, and 
would not give information as to the 


lidentity of “Mr. Grossman,” the co-' 


respondent. At the trial of her case, 
George H. Gilman, counsel for Mr. 
Stokes, testified that Mrs. Stokes said 
she would marry Grossman when she 
was divorced. Mrs. Stokes refused to 
discuss this testimony. 

Her statement follows: 

“Though living under the same roof, 
Mr. Stokes and I have been purely 
‘friends’ for the Iarger part of our 
married life. (Since the war, just! 
friendly enemies.) Profound political | 
differences tended to develop situa- | 
tions, domestic and personal, that | 
caused both of us intense suffering 
and made a continued truce impos- 
sible. 

“A year ago last summer, I asked 
Mr. Stokes to free me, and have made 
several similar requests during the 
several years preceding that time.

Cairo, Ga., October 18.—(Special.) 
A fair yield with good prices is the 
outlook for the manufacturing and 
marketing season for pure Georgia 
cane syrup, which will soon be the 


order of the day in nearly a score of 
south Georgia counties. 

Until about six weeks ago, the in- 
dications were that there would be a 
bumper crop, but the drouth that this 
section has experienced since that 
time has greatly retarded the late 
growth of the cane, and only the rains 
that have fallen this week have pre- 
vented the crop from being almost a 
total loss in some localities. 

Grady Leads. 

According to a survey by the Cairo 
Messenger, the crop in Grady county 
is somewhat better than that in many 
other counties in the belt. The in- 
dustry is centered here, and this coun- 
ty annually produces about one-half 
of the state’s total. Georgia produced 
es 3,700,000 gallons in 


One county reports that the yield 
has been cut to 15 to 25 per cent 
normal, and others range upward to 
50 and 75 per cent. Grady county’s 
yield should be about 75 per cent 
normal. 

The demand for pure Georgia cane 
syrup has grown by leaps and bounds 
during recent years, caused chiefly by 
the fact that it can now be bought in 
attractively labeled cans from the 
shelves of most progressive grocers, 
whereas prior to a few years ago it 
could be found only in the small coun- 
try stores, and then it was drawn 
rom barrels in the desired quantities. 
Now it is hermetically sealed and it 
retains its unique mild. mellow flavor 
for an indefinite period. 

In view of the more or less sta- 


_tionary demand, the price is decter- 


mined almost entirely by the yield,

As it is, Franklin, with a normal 
production of 18,000 bales of cotton,

In uplands generally the corn crop 
has been a failure, except in the up- 
per section of the county. But Frank- 
lin has such a large acreage of grain 
from river-bottom lands, due _ to 
very progressive reclamation policy 
acceptable to the state and federal

oneley and killed in action. A few 
‘members of this company still live in 
Franklin county. 

It furnished a full strength to the 
world war. Lieutenant Albert Justus 
Owens, who was one. of the first 
American officers killed in action, 
lived at Canon, in Franklin county. 
Captain Frederick Hill died shortly 
after the armistice. Captain Hill, as 
the best-drilled officer of his rank, 
commanded the picked guard of honor 
for General Pershing at the time of 
the decoration of Generals Harboard 
and Bliss. 

In 1920 Franklin county made 
25,000 bales of cotton—leading the 
state. The two subsequent years the 
boll weevil cut the crop, but in 1924 
the county got back to 18,000, by 
weeyil control and intensive farming. 

In 1918 and 1919 Franklin county 
spent about $350,000 in draining its 
bottom lands. Corn production on 
these lands this year will, in a large 
measure, repay the costs.

THE THREE DEGREES OF | 
FEEBLE MINDEDNESS. 


The number of weak wits in our 
population is so tremendously large 
that it becomes necessary to classify 
them, and to this end the experts 
have fixed by an arbitrary measure- 
ment three degrees of feeble minded- 
ness, to-wit: so to speak. idiocy, im- 
becility and moronity. We must re- 
member that these are merely arti- 
ficial distinctions made for conveni- 
ence in dealing with the condition of 
feeble mindedness, and that a high 
grade moron or a low grade idiot 


some cause early in life. 

In the dark ages insane people 
were cruelly maltreated by the general 
population which itself was of rather 
low intelligence. Feeble minded per- 
sons were ridiculed and abused and 
employed as clowns or court jesters 
by the general moronic population. 
The morons in our population today 
still find much amusement in ridi- 
culing or exploiting the imbeciles and 
idiots, and it is plain truth and no 
exaggeration to say that our pubic 
and civie offices are administered in 
many cases by morons, which prob- 
ably accounts for the exploitation of 
feeble mindedness in many public spec- 
of death,”

According to the classification of | 
feeble .mindedness, an idiot is a per- 
son so defective in mind from an 
early age if not from birth as to be 
unable to guard himself against com- 
mon physical dangers. An idiot has

fed, dressed, undressed and washed./ing fine promises. 


An idiot lacks even the rudimentary (gravated by what I read about the 


instinets which belong to the animals. 
An idiot’s speech is generally unin- 
telligible, merely grunts or at most 
a few monosyllables. The mental age 
of idiots does not extend beyond two 
years, as measured by the Rinet-Simon 
senle for intelligence. That is, the 
mind never develops bevond what is 
normal for a two-year-old infant. 

An imbecile is a person in whose 
mind there exists from early child- 
defect which makes the in- 
dividual ineanable of managing him- 
self or his affairs or of being taught 
to do so. The mental age of im- 
seale, is 
rom three to seven years. Imbeciles 
know enough to avoid ordinary physi- 


feed themselves, they may be taucht 
their own names and nerhaps a few 
other simple words, and thev may he 
taught to do many simple thines like 
sernbhing or rough cleaning under su- 
pervision. but thev must be guarded 
at all times against situations § in 
which the use of indement is required. 
and therefore an imbecile is a menace 
to himself and to his associates if 
permitted to be at large in the com- 
munity. 

A moron (this term is derived from 
a Greek word meaning a fool) is a 


person whose mental age or intelli- 
gence never develops beyond that of | 
a normal child of from 8 to 12 
vears. Laymen sometimes use the 
term moron in a wavy that betrays 
their misconception of its significance: 
it has no moral meaning; the majori- 
tv of morons are morally all right and 
some are veritable saints. A moron is 
no more insane than an imbecile or. 
an idiot is. Morons may appear nor- 
mal. even beautifnl—manv handsome 
sheiks and beautiful dolls are mo- 
rons—and be able to talk flnentlv— 
many morons do well in polities—but 
are prone to be somewhat silly in their 
endless chatter—listen to ’em at the 
movies delivering illustrated lectures 
to their unfortunate companions and 
the adjacent involuntary audience— 
and like the mental children thev are, 
morons are easily led astrav and they 
figure in the great maiority of the

And it is perhaps 
possible that these plans have not 
been discarded as utterly unbecoming 
a civilized nation long before this be- 
cause of an opinion held in certain 
quarters that poison gas, including 
its variants, tear-gas, vomiting gas 
and mustard gas. are merciful and 
humane instruments of combat.

MELLON HITS $5,000 
INCOME EXEMPTION

raising the exemption; that even with 
this exemption it would be necessary 
to audit nearly as many tax returns, 
which is the item of cost in collection; 
that small returns are quickly audited 
because of their simplicity: that it 
would be unfair to exempt those with 
incomes below $5,000 and not those 
above; and finally, that every citizen 
should have a “stake in the country” 
which payment of income tax, even a 
small amount, gives him. 

Mellon’s outspoken opposition to 
raising the exem*»tion, in view of its 
advocacy by many members of con- 
gress, will make the issue probably 
the center of controversy, as there is 
more general agreement this year be- 
tween treasury and = congressional 
views than last year on other points. 
Members of congress will be pressed 
by their constituents to stand for 
further relief for the small taxpayer, 
and this method has been suggested 
as most effective.

said, “it is advisable to have every 


citizen with a stake in the country. 
Nothing brings home to a man the 
feeling that he personally has an in- 
terest in seeing that the government 
revenues are not squandered, but in- 
telligently expended, as the fact that 
he contributes individually a direct 
tax, no matter how small, to his 
government. 

“The tax on the incomes to be af- 
fected is already so small as to be no 
burden on the taxpayer. The sole 
result of such a change would be an 
enormous loss of revenue to the gov- 
ernment without a single compensat- 
ing advantage.’’ 

Edge has established that the loss 
of revenue by the $5,000 exemption 
would be only $83,000,000. This es- 
timate, the secretary said, “is appar- 
ently based on the elimination of the 
tax on net incomes of $5,000 and un- 
der, without extending a like ex- 
emption to taxpayers with higher in- 
comes.” 

Plan Not Equitable. 
» “Tt would hardly seem equitable to 
raise the exemption on taxpayers hav- 
ing incomes of $5,000 and less and 
not permit similar exemption to tax- 
payers having incomes in excess of 
$5,000. For example it is not fair 
to levy no tax on a man with a net 
income of $4,900 and to tax a man 
with an income of $5,100 on all in- 
come in excess of $1,000.

nue, based on 1923 returns, instead 
of $83,000,000 would be $167,000,000.” 

Mellon said that auditing of small 
returns is handled in the collectors’ 
offices throughout the ccuntry, with- 
eut having to be sent here, and that 
the whole cost of running these of- 
fices, which have other duties, is only 
$14,000,000 a year, and that with a 
complete cost system it would cost 
only $5,000,000 to collect tax on net 
incomes under $5,000. 

Take Little Extra Time. 

As to the argument that this ex- 
emption would relieve congestion Mel- 
lon pointed out that these small re- 
turns are quickly expedited, and that 
it is the large returns which take a 
long time. Further, almost as many 
returns would have to be audited, even 
with the exemption, he said, as at 
present returns must be made by all 
those with a gross income of $2,000. 

“Tt is true that under the present 
law a married man with an income 
of $3,000 pays but $7.50 tax, or 1-4 
of 1 per cent of his income; one with 
$4,000 pays $22.50 tax, or 1-2 of 1 
per cent, and one with $5,000 pays 
$37.50 tax, or 3-4 of 1 per cent,” the 
secretary said. 

“These seem insignificant sums. 
They are to the taxpayer, but not to 
the government. It must be remem- 
bered that great businesses have been 
built up on small returns and large 
volume. The most conspicuous ex- 
ample which comes to my mind is the 
5 and 10 cent store. We ignore ea- 
perience if we say that these small 
taxes from net incomes of $5,000 or 
less are not worth collecting.”

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TWO GREAT GUARDS. 

I am convinced that to have a 
great team, a pair of great guards is 
essential. I doubt if there ever was 
a great team that did not have a great 
pqir or at least one stellar performer 
in the position. \ 

A superior man at guard is of tre- 
mendous value to both center and 
tackle. Often I have played my very 
best lineman as a guard instead of in 
the tackle position and the result 
proved to me that the move was a 
proper one. 

There is one rule that can be gen- 


erally followed: If a team has a 
weak center, it will be wise to use 
the best line candidates as guards, 
and if a strong center, as tackles, 
The bigger and livelier the man, the 
better guard he will make. An expe- 
rienced and inferior athlete can play 
at guard better than at center or 
tackle. Because of his lack of ability 
the guard may be forced to cramp tlie 
possibilities of his position. But an 
alert, energetic and powreful mah can 
spread himself all over the field. 


Duties Similar. 


* Many duties of the guard are simi- 
lar to the duties of a tackle with the 
probable exception that he may be 
asked to run more interference than 
the tackle. He must therefore, make 
a special study of his stance on of- 
fense so he can mask his twofold 
duties of blocking or running in the 
interference. He must practice com- 
ing out of the line for interference 
deep and fast enough to be of service 
to the backfield. 

(The average guard’s intentions of 
this sort can be too easily detected by 
the defense who will immediately make 
preparations to counteract the guard’s 
play. The average guard, starting the 
first movement for the interference. 
which is a step back and in the direc- 
tion of the play with the foot which 
is on that side, raises his back and 
head above the plane it was in just 
before the ball was snapped and with 
this upward movement imparts his in- 
tention to the opponent nearest him, 
who immediately proceeds to foil that 
guard’s effectiveness by following in 
at top speed, since he now need have 
no fear of a line attack. Therefore, the 
guard must step back on a low plane 
and run low so he cannot be knocked 
down, for it is just as important that 
the interference keep their feet as it 


goes to the right. Therright end,

is that the man carrying the ball keep 
his feet. 
Who Hesitates Is Lost. 

As soon as the guard has left his 
position, he should circle deep enough 
to avoid tripping over one of his own 
linemen who may have been pushed 
back into the play by an opponent. 

When the guard starts turning for- 
ward, he should look for the first op- 
ponent who is free enough to break 
up the play. This opponent may be 
a slicing lineman or one of the backs. 

If a guard is slow on his feet he 
should not be used in the interference, 
for that would be. pure folly. 


After the play is stopped the guards 
should make it their particular duty 
to help the back to his feet and en- 
courage him. 

When a forward pass is made the 
guards should: follow. out to the side- 
lines so they are in position to tackle 
an opponent who may have intercep- 
ted the ball. 

If a guard does not go forward fast 
he is likely to block his own players. 
You frequently see this happen in 
football games. 

Hesitation is a liability.

‘of the Council of Nicea was observed 
this afternoon in a mass meeting 

‘attended by delegates here for the 

triennial general convention of the 

Protestant Episcopal church. 

The Rt. Rev. Ethelbert Talbot, 


‘bishop of Bethlehem, and presiding 
bishop of the church, presided over 
‘the service which was attended by 
hundreds of delegates. 

The Rt. Rev. Thomas F. Gailor, 
bishop of Tennessee, and the Rt. Rev. 
Irving P. Johnson, bishop of Colo- 
rado, were the speakers, 

“We venerate the fathers of 
Wicea,” Bishop Johnson declared, “be- 
cause they inaugurated the principles 
of civil liberty by visualizing the form 
of representative government; they 
conserved the principles of Christian 
order by creating a standard of faith 
and practice; and they created the 
possibilities of moral purpose by uni- 
fying Christendom against. the dan- 
gers of individual license.” 

Eulogizes Council. 

Bishop Gailor in his address eulo- 
gized the members of the Nicean coun- 
ceil for the part they contributed to 
Christianity. ~ 

The mass meeting commemorating 
the Nicean council was the outstand- 
ing event of today’s sessions of the 
triennial convention. Tonight four 
mass meetings were held in different

The Japanese prelate holds degrees 
from Kenyon college, Gambier, Ohio;

the University of Pennsylvania. He 
also attended Columbia university. 

Until he was made a bishop two 
years ago he was president of St. 
Paul's university, Tokyo. He has 
been a member of the Episcopal clergy 
since 1896.

New York, October 18.—(?)—Leo- 
pold Schepp, millionaire philanthro- 
pist, gave the young girls of America a 
birthday gift of $1,000,000 to mark 
his eighty-fourth anniversary. 

He transferred that sum to the 
Schepp foundation for boys, with the 
announcement that scope of the or- 
ganization would be broadened to in- 
clude girls.

New York, October 18.—(4)—The 
New York Herrgd-Tribune says to- 
day that William C. Durant is at- 
tempting to buy his way bacx into con- 
trol of General Motors corporation, 
according to Wall street reports. 

Brokers who professed some know]l- 
edge of the Durant operations are 


quoted as saying that he has been a 
steady buyer of General Motors stock 
for more than six months, during 
which time its price has advanced 
from a low for the year of 64 5-8 to 
today’s high mark of 137. 

Durant began life as a_ grocery 
clerk, but five years ago his net worth 
was estimated at $100,000,000. In 
his early years he came into the con- 
trol of a wagon manufacturing enter- 
prise which later turned to the man- 
ufacture of automobiles and which 
formed the nucleus of the corporation 
now called the General Motors cor- 
poration, 

Fifteen years ago General Motors 
was pressed for cash and this was 
secured only through relinquishment 


of control to the bankers whe sup- 
nlied it. Durant left the organiza- 
tion then and started the Chevrolet 
company. Five years later, by a 
‘inancial coup, he regained control of 
General Motors, but lost it again 
through financial difficulties in 1920, 
when control passed to J. P. Morgan

Wallasey, England, October 11.— 
(Special.)—Wherever two or three 
are gathered together in the name of 
Britons, there shall the pot of tea be 
also— . 

If ever a nation was held in the 
grip of a habit, England is enslaved 
by the Oolong weed. Tea has the 
Englishman enmeshed in its tentacles

You start a railroad journey in 
the afternoon.. At four o'clock the 
attendants come through the train 
serving every passenger with hot tea 
and cakes.

Take 
away his tea and he would crawl into 
a corner, curl up his toes and fully 
resigned to leaving a tealess universe, 
quietls pass away, dreaming of a 
heaven where tea leaves grow as grass 
and all the rivers are formed of hot 
tea, milked and sugared to taste. 

If Germany had only had intelli- 
gence enough to blockade England’s 
tea ships the Teuton would have won 
the war in three months, for England 
would undoubtedly have accepted any 
peace terms at all to get her beloved 
tea back again. 

Somebody has said that British bat- 
tles are won on the football and erick- 
et fields of Eton and Harrow. He is 
wrong. The government. merely 
threatens to stop Tommy Atkins’ tea 
rations and his tea-crazed brain, driv- 
en desperate by the awful threat, 
drives his anguished body to deeds of 
superhuman valor.

cialist congress came to choosing 
a place for next year’s meeting.

Bordeaux and 
Rheims started off in the bidding; 
Toulouse chimed with its sweet- 
scented flowers, and Tours and 
Angers modestly recounted the 
charms of the products of their 
vineyards. 

But Bordeaux won by a majority 
of 50. 


Nice, France, October 18.—(/)— 
The olive branch hung over the final 
deliberations of the radical-socialist 
congress in the closing hours of to- 
day’s plenary session, and both then 
and at the banquet which followed it, 
M. Herriot, the radical leader, and 
Premier Painleve repledged union of 
the groups of the left. 

In the meantime, both tactfully 
avoided any direct reference to the 
financial program adopted yesterday, 
calling for a capital levy, and the 
question as to whether the government 
will adopt a policy as envisaged by M. 
Hierriot has thus been postponed until 
the assembling of parliament Octo- 
ber 27. 

The resolution offered several days 
ago by Henry Franklin-Bouillon that 
“the congress invites the present gov- 
ernment and all future governments 
to enter into an undertaking never to 
pay the allies any more than France 
receives from Germany,” was crowded 
out by the discussions on internal 
policy, and did not reach a vote. — 

In the course of a long political 
discourse, in which he ealled for con- 
tinuation of the Cartel and paid elo- 
‘quent tribute to M. Herriot, Premier 
Painleve dwelt on the necessity of re- 
establishment of peace in Europe and 
hailed the Locarno pacts as marking 
“not the end, but the beginning of a 
new era, in which the nations of 
Europe will be united in fruitful col- 
laboration.”
